The-two firm friends and worthy citizens 
clinked glasses and in an instant threw them- 
Selves outside of two drinks of soda water. 
A reporter, who had watched the 
colloquy, was forcibly reminded 
that the season of summer drinks has come. 
The drug stores,-always arrayed in beauty, 
with an endless variety of bottles adorned 


with staring labels that give abbreviated cur- 
rency toa dead language, now adds ‘‘athing 
of beauty’’ in the wayof a mottied marble 
fountain with silver mountings. 

A good deal has been written about adulter- 
ations in strong and malt drinks, but compar- 
atively little attention has been given to 80- 
ealled harmless beverages. There are in 
St. Louis 175 drug-stores selling aerated 

waters. Besides these there are probably 
one hundred confectionery and fancy stores 
tnat sell soda and. other effervescent drinks. 
The Temple drug. store alone sold 150,000 
drinks last seaeon and others did even a 
larger business. Altogether not less than 

10,000,000 DRINKS OF THIS CHARACTER 

were handed outto the people of St. Lonis 
during last season, giving a return at the 
regular rate of five cents per glass of $600,000. 
Three firms alone manutactured 150,000 gal- 
lons of aerated waters. These ficures would 
certainly be doubied if the bottied beer and 
soda used during the whole season were in- 
cluded. 

The basis of all these summer drinks is 
aerated water. Soda, seltzer, ginger ale, 
mineral water and various kinds of beer are 
nothing but carbonated water flavored and 
colored differently. There are three large 
manufacturers of aerated water in St, Louis 
who supply the retail cealers. At 
least 100 teams are kept busy during 
the summer months delivering this water 
either in the forin of bottied beverages or for 
use in fountains. It costs about 5 cents to 
manufacture a gullon of soda water. The 
manufacturer selis it to the dealer for 15 
cents. One gallon will make fifty-eight drinks, 
which retail. at $250, a very handsome 
rront. Of course the demand cepends greatly 
on the state ofthe weather, a long, not sum- 
mer bemng S very particular bonanza to the 
vende. of thege liquids.

This gas was formerly made by bicarbonate 
of soda, butthe wmwansufscturers in st. Louis 
use marbie dust ard sulphuric acid. The sul- 
phuric acid is passed through a 
tube into a generator containing 
the dust. Instantly two products 
are formed, carbonic acid gas and gypsum. 
— gypsum settles to the bottom and the gas 
> conducted through a tube with a pressure of 
about 180 pounds to a tountain contaiuing 
common hydrant water. 

THESE FOUNTAINS 

are of uniform size, trom six to eighteen gal- 
lons. When sufficient gas has passed iato the 
fountains the supply is cut 
off and the carbonized water 
sealed in the fountain with a pressure of abont 
150 pounds. Here you have your sareaparilia, 
soda water, pngee ale, beer, etc., minus 
only flavor and color. 

Accidents frequently occur by the bursting 
ot a fountain, Owing to a too strong pressure 
from the generator. If steel fountains are 
used an explosion is a small earthquake. 

Last summer a large firmin Boston had the 
whole side of a fine stone building tern to 
pieces by one of these explosions. — 

The marble dust from which the gas ‘8 pro- 
duced is as fine as flour. It is shipped here 
from the East. and one firm uses in the sum- 
mer as high as 10,000 pounds per day. 

The now carbonated water is taken in the 
fountains to the dealers, where it is sold under 
various names, according to flavor and color. 

In some cases poisonous soda vater is doubt- 
less sola. If a copper fountoin is ased, not 
properly protected by a coating of block tin, 
the water will carry in solution a sul- 
phate of copper, and if the lead 
tubing be mg to the mee | 
of the gas in passing through, a sulphate i 
lead will be produced. Steel, lined with tin, 
seems tobe the best form @f fountain, for 
if the tin should wear out, nothing but a tonic 
would be produced by the action of the gas. 
Some ofthe manufacturers in this city use 
lead pipes, lined, of course, with tin. 
Lead-poisoned drinks will cause retching, 
while copper- poisoned soda wil! produce colic. 

SARSAPARILLA, 
as commonly sold, is carbonated water, col- 
ored with burnt sugar and sweetened with 
bad molasses. There is not a particle 
ef the extract of sarsaparilla in the 
ordinary product that is sold under the name 
of sarsaparilin. 

Soda water does not contain a particle of so- 
da. Itis simply corbonized water, sweetened 
with glucoseor molasses aod flavored with a 
snide flavor according to the taste of 
the customer. It may be stated that no pure 
essences are used to favorsoda. That would 
cost too much. 

Mineral water is carbonated water and a/}- 
smal quantity of poorlemon syrup and glu- 
eceltzer water is nothing but carbonized 
water, notsng = solution a small quantity of 
salts, usnally psom. 

The upflavored n.ineral waters, such as 
Vichy, Congress, Saratoga, stc., are in many 
cases nothing but ordinary Mississippi 
water filtered and then carbonized. Being 
entirely tusteless, the sham is noteasily de- 
te Thousands of people in St. Louis are 
cured of dangerous disorders by drinking fil- 
tered and aerated Mississippi water 
under the sounding names of 
Apollinaris, Congress, Hunyadi Janos, etc. 
The waters are usually innocent ana only be- 
come injurious through aceident. Drinks are 
hardly ever rendered poisonous by their col- 

oring matter. Caramel produces brown, 
turmeric yellow and cochineal red, all 
sate colors. A dark red produced by antline 
is poisonous, but it takes so littie aniline to 
color a gallon of liquid that the product is 
comparatively innocuous.

Mr. Alicn’s Career. 

Thomes Allen was bora on August 29, 1513, at 
Pittsfield, Mass. His arandfacher was the first 
mintater of fhe gospel who ceme to Pittetleia, 
mul he shovldered his musket during the war 
ot the revolution and fought at the battie of 
Bonnington. 

Rey. Thomas Allen had twelve children, of 

‘whom Jonathan Allen was.the father of the 
deceasea, The boy's youth was passed without 
any incicest on the family homestead. At 
the age of 36 he entered Woion College, and 
three years iater he was graduated, although 
his college jer was not remarkable. 
In the same year, 1832, he began his legal 
studies at “Albany, the cholera became 
cpitemte fame = to leave. Then fam 
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fly misfortunes overtook him, and late in the 
ye ir he left Pittsfield for New York with $25 in 
his pocket, thatsam being furnished him by 
his father. At the Iatter place he 
hired as clerk in the office of 
the law firm of Hatch & Cambreling, the only 
pay he received being the privilege of reading 
the law books in the office. Young Allen was 
a hard student and made good use of this op? 
portunity daring his three years’ study with 


the firm. In 1833 President Jackson visited 
New York. and Indian chief Black 


In 1834 he attained hi- 
mitted to the bar by the Sapreme Ooart. 
first entrance into the a arena 
was in , when e supported 
Martin Van Buren for the Presidency, making 
epeecnes at Pittsfield and other places in 
Massachusetts. In 1837 Mr. Allen removed to 
Washington, where he established quite a 
successful paper, called the Madisunian, and

ministration. tis paper supported Harrison 
and T: ler during the nextcampaign,and though 
the office was burnt oat, probably by incend- 
iaries, the Madisonian became more vigorous 
than ever, and befere the end of the campaizn 
had attained a circulation of 20, Ia the 
spring of 1810 Mr. Allen removed to St. Louis, 
and on July 12, 1842, he was married to Miss 
Abn C. Russell, daughter of William Russell, 
of this city... 

fie opened a law office but did not long con- 
tinue the practice of his protession. He inter- 
ested himself in public affairs, and in 1848 he 
made his first effort in behulf of railroad puila- 
ing, delivering an address to the citizens of 
St. Louis in regard tu the subscription to the 
St. Louis and Cincinnati Road. In the follow- 
ing year alarge meeting of eltizens was held 
to take steps to build a railroad to the Pacitic

g§ At the United States Senatorial contest at 
which Geo. G. Vest was elected to the Senate, 
Mr. Allen was an unsuccessful candidate be- 
fore the Legislature. 

The history of the late years 
Allen’s life is well known 
city. A eouple of years 
determined to dwpese of his interest in the 
Iron Mountain Koad. One reason for this was 
a pressure of other duties. His health, too, 
had been failing and he wanted leisare to as- 
sume the duties of the position of 
Congressinan from the Second  Dis- 
trict, to which he had been elected. 
At the same time Jay Gould made a reason- 
able offer for Mr. Allen's share, and the prop- 
erty became his. The price paid was said to 
be $2,000,000. Just about the same time he lent 
his aid to the erection of the new Soutbern 
Hote), which was comnieted on the 1)tb of last 
May, at a cost of $1,000,000, and for building 
which he received a bonus of $125,000 sub- 
scribed by the citizens. 

The cause of Mr. Allen’s death was cancer of 
the bladder. Until very Iately he did not un- 
derstand the nature of the disease, and it was 
only last fall that he knew that he was alicted 
with the cancer at all. The terribdle disease 
has been making inroads on his constitution 
surely afui steadi'y Guring the past winter. 
A peculiarity of tne di-ease wes that although 
he was frequently attacked with hemorrhages, 
yet, until lately, when they pasved away, he 
rapidly recovered strength and appetite, and 
Was always sanguine that he wonid be soon 
well again. His family and phy. 
cians have well known for sev- 
eral months that reeovery was impossible. 
Durinxg hia illness he was attended by Pr. Bry- 
son of this city, and Drs. Lincoln, Reyou-n 
and Johnson, of Washington. 

Mr. Allen Jeaves an widow, feur s¢na and 
three dunghiers. The oidess son, Piomas Ai. 
jen, Jr., isan artist and Bas been lHving in 
France for several years. Wes. BRB. Allen is 
President of the Cass Avenue Stree Railroad.

WASHINGTON, April 8.—The Shipnerd exam- 
ination was resumed this morning. Witness, 
in answer to a question if he had any further 
correspondence or interviews with Walker 
Blaine subsequent to the writing of the letter 
read yesterday, answered he had one 
other interview with Walker slaine 
at the State Department some dayin Novem- 
ber last and Trescott was present part of the 


time. Witness desired to know if the news- 
paper charges submitted by him against Hur}- 
but were te be admitted in evidence. and, 
after ow general discussion, the opinion 
of the cor:mittee was unanimously itapressed 
in opposition to the admission of campaign 
matter in the nature of a general attack upon 
the character of Iinrlbut. Shepherd said be 
deemed it due himself to be allowed to offer 
any evidence in his own defense 
everything which Jed him to form the 
opinion that Huritbut was a purchasable man 
A running discussion followed, and finally 
Mr. Blount moved to exclude this evidence 
The motion was tabled for the present. Mr. 
Rice resumed with the inquiry: ‘‘Have you 
any other correspondence with the Secretary 
of State (Biaine) which has not been 
printed?’’ 

‘‘Answer. ‘‘I have none with the exception 
of one letter, December 10, 1881, addressed to 
Gov. Boutwell, and intended to be shown the 
Secretury of State, whoever it might be 
whether Blaine Or Frelinghuysen.’’ 

Witness went back to the dispatches which 
he (Shfpherd) had supposed were sent by 
Secretary Blaine to Hurlbut. These dis- 
patches, witness stated, were read to 
Senator Blair by Biaine June 2 
and subsequently Senator Blair >: 
marked to him (Shipherd): ‘‘If you had 
written the dispatches yourself,they could nor 
have covered the ground more perfectly, par. 
ticularly the cable dispatch.’’ Shortly after 
that witness saw Senator Slair and 
asked if the dispatches had been 
sent, and was assured that they 
had been, and again a few days aiterward, 
Senator Liair said to witness: **I have seen 
the Secretary and he says the dispatches were 
sent without an aiteration of any kind onjthe 
Same day they were read to me, June 2.’? 
When witness received Hurlvut’s letter stat. 
ing that no sueh dispatches had been 
received, he was much disturbed, and at once 
sought Senator biair to find out what it meant. 
The Senator was greatly puzzied and said 

Mr. Shipherd, this affects my veracity and 
that of the Secretary. I will muke it my busi- 
ness to investigate it.’’

They Try to Imitate Jesse James by Robbing 
a Traian.

ALTON, ILL., April 8.—Last night two youth 
named Chas. Williams and Frank Tierney, St. 
Louis bootblacks, were arrested at Godfrey, 
five miles above here on the Chicago and Alton 
Railroad, for robbery. The complaint 
was made by two Germans, Ernst and Her- 
man Pause, who in traveling trom St. Louis to 
Chicago bad got onthe platform in front of 
the baggage car. Williams and Tierney were 
stealing a ride on top of the coach, aad 
seeing the two men on the platform below 
came down, and just after the train left Alton 
robbed therm of ail their money and a splendid 
gold watch and chain by using a revolver as 
a means of intimidation. They were arrested 
at Godfrey and proughé back to Alton for trial, 
and bound over to the Circuit Court under a 
bond or $500. — 


Destructive Fire. 

LOUISVILLE, April 8.—At Smith’s Grove, 
Henry county, Ky., Thursday night, a fire 
broke ousin the hardware and. grocery store 
of Drane & Pointer, and before the flames 
could be extinguished about $20,000 
worth of property was destroyed. 
The frame storehouse in which the fre 
originated, a two-story building adjoining, 
occupied by W. H. Pace & Co., dry goods, and 
a soe shog a short distunce awuy were en: 
tirely destroyed. It was with the greatest 
difficulty thatthe Grange building was kept 
from taking fire. The burning of that wouid 
probably have destepyed almoss the whole 
town. John IT. MeDonough's dweHing was 
fired, but the flames were extinguished 
Prane & Pointer’s loas was $2,009, insurance 
$1,500; W. H. Pace & Cn.’s loss of stock $10,000, 
insurance $6,00', but the validity of the policy 
issomewhatin doubt. Theseyentiemen suved 
five or six hundred dollars’ worth of goods. 
Cowlés & of the build 
ings, lost $5 ,000 ; uninsured. 
The entirei:ecords of the Police Judge’s office 
were lost. Alien & Beck, attorneys, lost part 
of their law books and some valuabie papers. 
The fire is the first of ahy consequence that 
has occurred since the incorporation of the 
town, ten years ago.

New YOr«K, April 8.—Over 10,000 immigrants 


arrived here the past torty-eight hours. 
The State Senate Committee to investigate 
‘teorners’’ and dealings in ‘‘futures’’ met 


to-day. Chauncey M. Depew  testifiea 
‘‘eorners’’ were formed in the West, 
principally. in Chicago. He considered 
them very injurious to the consumers, as New 
York was obliged to get her supply from the 
West. The railroads, he said, we: é also inju- 
riously affected by ‘‘cornering.’’ President 
H. .J. Jewetés, of the Erie Kail. 
road, jooked on  ecornering as very 
demoralizing, and a species Of gambling. The 
railroads, he said, suffered greatly by the prac- 
tice, which hé thdéugbt could be stopped by 
legislation in Iiinoig but not in New York 
State. He knew of noremedy except in legis. 
lation and regarded the whole system as de- 
moralizing to commerce and public inter- 
ests.

THE ART CRAZE. 


It Has Not Died Out, But is Undergo- 
ing Various Changes. 
A. F. Oakley in Harper’s Magazine. 

Contrary to the prediction of many sober- 
minded citizens, the “decorative art craze,” 
as thev were pleased to call it, has not died 
out, though it bas passed through many 
phases, ina few years, and may now seriously 
be copsidered as arevival, and as an orgap- 
ized attempt to extend and develop the 
ecyievements of art tui beautiful things, and 
the beauty that is the result of harmony in 
our surroundings, become the rule and not 
the exception. The process of distillation 
that has been going on ever since the uni- 
yersal expositions and the importations of 
(riental goods began to make the artist’s pot 
boil, seems like to resuit in such assimi- 
lation and adaptation of foreign ideas 
ax to Worrant the expectation of some dis- 
tinct!y national achievement. There are few 
atronver indications of the popular progress 
of any science or calling than the estimation 
in which its professors are generally held,and 
en American must be very young who can 
not remember the almost universal indiffer- 

nee to hideous interiors as coeval with the 
rrovalent beJef that an artist is a poor devil 
whose precarious existence is tne natural 
outcome of irregular babits encouraged by 
fanatical and fantastic ideas. Itisooly a 
fewvears since the name of an American 
arlist bas become commercially valuable, 
Your paper hanger or carpet dealer no longer 
urges that this isthe most fashionable pat- 
tern, but expects your bewildered mind to 
fiodretief from responsibility in the name of 
Tiffany or of Colman. The commercial 
element that is so often complained of by 
modern artists has proved a powerful 
assistant inthe development of art indus- 
tries. The investors of capital find small re- 
turns in dilettant, experiments, and the com- 
petition of trades has created a demand for 
the besttalent and the most thorough ex- 
perts. Liis becoming generally understood 
that, to achieve satisfactory results, trained 
specialists must co-operate.. and in methods 
ai least We are approaching more nearly the 
conditions of the best periods of art. Much 
effort is necessarily as yet misdirected; the 
relative importance of the various branches 
of artis not yet properly determined; but 


as we become !ess fervently enthusiastic, and. 


jearn to consider fine art less as a new and 
delightful pastime, and more asa natural 
sonstituent part of material and intellectual 
ife, we shall do things more 
soberly and advyisedly. We shall, 
lt is to be hopeu, outgrow the pres- 
ent haste to enjoy that demands concep- 
tion and execution of an ambitious scheme in 
a twelvemonth, at the sacrifice of excellence, 
and, therefore, tothe exclusion of progres- 
tive development. it is in this respect that the 
commercial spirit is often at fault; it recog- 
™ nizes the necessity of catering to the preva- 
lent taste, but does not foresee that only real 
excellence can long command popular ap- 
proval. What can properly be called tne 
‘decorative art craze’”’ is dying out. The 
absurdity of making our pariors museums of 
heterogeneous knick-knacks, including the 
esthetic bulrush, standing in a besmeared 
drain pipe, is becoming more and more ap- 
parent.

THE STERN CZAR. 


Efforts to Obtain a Reprieve for Con- 
demned Nihilists. 
St. Petersburg Cable to New York Herald. 


The reprieved Nihilists have to thank Gen- 
eral Ignatieff in a great measure for their es- 
cape from capital punishment. He had even 
hoped to save Soukhanoff, and might have 
succeeded had not the fresh Nihilist outrage 
at Odessa rendered his efforts unavailing. 
Even before the trial Ignatieff had decided to 
deal mercifully with the prisoners. The Em- 
peror also inclined toward leniency, but 
among his subordinates General Ignatieff 
met with a-— great deal of  re- 
sistence. He succeeded, however, with- 
out much difficulty in rescuing two con- 
demned women and two men, who were the 
least deeply implicated, though he then 
feared he would be unable to accomplish 
more. He still persevered with his work of 
mercy. Just then Victor Hugo’s toast, pub- 
licty thanking the Emperor for reprieving 
five of the prisoners, appeared in the papers. 
These words were an inspiration to Gen. 
Ignatieff. He immediately communicated 
them to the Emperor, who seemed much 
flattered by them. He then resolved to make 
another effort on behalf of the five unfor- 
tunates still unpardoned, and after consult- 
ing with Prince Demidoff, of San Donato, he 
determined to have recourse once more to 
Victor Hugo’s mediation. The Prince left 
for Paris without delay with a letter of intro- 
duction to Mme. Edmond Adam, who had 
been his guest in St. Petersburg, 

Through this lady he was placed in com- 
munication with the poet. he Prince ar- 
rived in Paris on Sunday morning. On Mon- 
day evening he started for St. Petersburg, 
bearing a letter from Victor Hugo tothe 
Emperor. No sooner had he read the missive 
than, to the intense surprise of the courtiers, 
the Czar granted pardon to five more prison- 
ers. Thus only Lieut. Soukhanoff was ex- 
cluded from the benefit of the imperial clem- 
ency. Being an officer, his crime was con- 
sidered exceptionally hemous, Prince 
Demidoff set to work again, hoping 
to belnz about ai merciful revuision 
of feeling in his favor. He began by 
petitioning that Soukhanoff might be shot, 
not hanged. His request was granted. He 
next arranged with Gen. Ignatieff to let all 
the preparations for the execution continue, 
and at the last moment it was agreed that the 
General should go down to Gatschina and 
make a supreme effort to wring a reprieve 
from the Emperor.

Mr. J. Wrey Mould, the well known ar- 
chitect of Central Park, who, also, has been 
prominently identitied with music in this 
city for five-and-twenty years, has volun- 
teered his services and bis plans for the pend- 
ing arrangements atthe Seventh Regiment 
Armory. ‘These plans have been adopted by 
Mr. TheodoresThomas and the Festival 
Committee, and alarge force of carpenters 
will commence operations on the first of the 
pre By The chorus stage is composed ofa 


series of platforms 28 inches wide, each ris- 
ing 12 inches above the next, arranged am- 
phitheatrically and polygonally around a cir- 
cle, whose radius is 163 feet. The height of 
the topmost platform is 40 feetabove the 
drill-room floor. The space allotted to the 
chorus is over 10,000 square feet. Below 
this amphitheater isthe platform forthe 
orchestra, the floor of which will be double 
and which embraces an area of some 3,1 
square feet, its minimum height above the 
auditorium floor being five feet. The organ, 
designed and built by Mr. Hilborne Roose- 
velt, willbe entirely beneath the stage, as 
also passages of approach for the _ instru- 
mentalists and solo singers. The whole vast 
staging covers an area of 14,670 square feet, 
over which will be suspended a large 
sounding-board at an angle which will be 
deemed acoustically exact. When _ rehear- 
sals begin and experiments can be tried, 
every device will be adopted by the architect 
to insure the acoustic success of the vast 
body of sound that will emanate from the 
8,000: singers and 300 instumentalists filling 
the immense staging.

ANGLO-SAXON LAW. 

In entering our objection to the barbaric 
fnethod of exterminating criminals in this 
State, so beautifully upheld and maintained 
by Gov. THOMAS T. CRITTENDEN, the Post- 
DISPTCU has subjected itself to some adverse 
criticiem. It seems, however, that our views 
on the subject are not. unique. They only 
embrace the commonest Anglo-Saxon law— 
the most antique Anglo-Saxon sense of jus- 
tice. As far back as 1765.an English gentle- 
man named WILLIAM BLACKSTONE interested 
bimself in writing commentaries on English 
law. The period was not an enlightened one 
in the- fullest sense, and yet this man, who 
has some reputation, we believe, among 
lawvers, wrote in this vein touching justifia- 
ble hopricide (Vol. IV, Chap. XLV.) :1 

Jugtifiable homicide is of divers kinds. Such 

asfs owing to some unavoidable necessity 
without any will, intention or desire, without 
any inadvertence or negligence in the party 
kiL.iag, and therefore without any shadow of 
blame. A8, for instance, by virtue of such an 
office as oblizes one, in the excution of public 
justice, to put a malefactor to death, who 
hath forfeited his life by the laws and verdict 
of hiscountry. This is an act of necessity,and 
even of civil duty; and, therefore, not only 
justifiabic but commendable where the law re- 
Guiresit. Mut the law must require it, otner- 
wise it is not justifiable; ther fore, wantonly te 
kill the greatest of malefactors, a felon or a traitor, 
attainted or outlawed, deliberately, uncompelied and 
extra judicially, ii MURDER. 
So wrote the great founder of law and friend 
of order and society, WILLIAM BLACKSTONE, 
inthe year 1765. Furtheronin the same work 
(Chap. XXIV.), speaking of outlawry and the 
punishment of outlaws, he lays down the 
doctrine that an outlawryin treason or felony 
amounts to a conviction aud attainder of .the 
offense charged in the indictment, as much 
asif the offender had been found guilty by 
his country. But says BLACKSTONE: 

The outlaw’s Hfe, is however, stiliunder the 
protection of the law, as nath been formerly 
observed; so that though anciently an out- 
lawed felon was said to have caput lupinum, 
and might have beea knocked ou the head like 
awoilt by any one that should meet him, be-

When it is conceeded 
that a mistake is made by the police the sut- 
ferer has no recourse. He must undergo what 
ever the powers that be see iit te inflict upon 
himand be thankful that he is not more 
severely punished. In a word, there is not 
any perceptible difference between our police 
system and the wild, summary process of the 
Basbi-Bazouks.

JESSE JAMES‘ ASSASSIN. 


Cut from Photograph of Bob Ford Taken 
in the St. Joe Jail. 


Robert Ford, the assassin of Jesse J ames, is 
21 vears of age, very boyish in appearance, 
with smooth face and light hair. He is of the 
blonde type, with blue eyes and an open, frank 
countenance. He generally dresses neatly and 
looks little like a desperate fellow. He was 
born and raised in Ray county, from which 


his family removed to Clay county some time 
ago. 
The Fords’ house, near Richmond, was 


raided by the officers last January, and this 
raid, Robert says, ultimately led to the death 
of Jesse James. At that time he made up his 
mind to do away with the outlaw, and has 
worked upon the scheme ever since. His cool- 
ness and shrewdness are shown by the fact 
that, although he and his brother were watch- 
ing Jesse all the time and were in communi- 
cation with the authorities, the desperado 
never suspected his purpose. 


COURT OF THREE C’s. 


—$—$—< 
The Police Board Said to be Anxious 
to Have it Abolished. 


A Plan to Transfer the Authority of the 
Court of Criminal Correction. 


Now that the question of rag-pickers’ license 
has been satisfactorily settled, and the hon- 
orable Boara of Police Commissioners have at 
last adopted a policy towards the gamblers, 
that worthy body has turned its attention to a 
movementto abolish the Court of Criminal 
Correction and to secure the transfer of the 
powers to other tribunals. The alleged bene- 


fit of this move is to decrease the costs of ad- 
ministering justice and secure speedy trials. 
The plan of the board has been to examine 
and patterh after the machinery of justice in 
the city of Baltimore, without the usual mu- 
nicipal trip at public expense, however. They 
have secured the acts creating 
the Baltimore courts and intended to com- 
pile the advantages of this system 
and incorporate them in a petition to the next 
Legislature to abolish the Court of Criminal 
Correction and make the investment of power 
as recommended by the board. This opinion 
has had much to dowith the selection of the 
present policy towards the gamblers, which 
has been uniformly, if not successfully, fol- 
lowed by the department. Chief Kennett 
stated that by arresting players the defend- 
ants to charges. of gambling could 
be disposed of in a day, while a week was lost 
in putting the case ag the Court of Crims 
inal Correction. Judge Cady had nothing to 
say about the movement, which has been 
kept very quiet. It was attempted several 
times years ago, but without any results. There 
was a plan some time ago to abolish 
the Criminal Court and refer its 
business to the Oircuit Courts, 
and also the Conrt of Criminal Correction, and 
send its business to the municipal courts, but 
nothing was ever done to execute the plan. 
Mr. Phil. H. Zepp, the Clerk of the Court of 
Criminal Correction, said: ‘‘The argument of 
expense falls to the ground. During six 
montis, from June 27, 1881, to January 1, 1882, 
the cost to the city of running the court was 
$676 80. The Clerk’s office is self-sustain- 
ing, leaving a surplus, which is turned 
over to the city treasury. During that time 
the salaries of the Judge, Prosecuting and 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorneys amounted to 
$5,000. Duringthe same time the following 
amounts were turned over tothe city, having 
been collected from the parties to the cases: 
Prosecuting Attorney’s fees, jail and jury 
fees, $55150; fines and costs in city appeal 
cases, $55; unclaimed witness t fees, $648 85; 
surplus cierk’s fees after paying clerks and de- 
puties $2,10085, and fines in State cases paid 
intothe school fund $567, making a total of 
$4,323 20 paid into the city treasury and 
school fund, just $676 80flessthan the gcosts 
of running the court for that 
period. This is for. a half year, 80 
thatthe actual annual expenses of the court 
umount to between $1,300 and $1,400.’’ 

The proposed plan finds but little favor 
along the lawyers. ‘*Lo say that the court 
is an impediment,’’ said one attorney ‘‘is 
nonsense. The cases in that court can be tried 
just as soon as the defendant desires. Itis 
necessary to docket the case at least two days 
after an arrest to secure the attendance of 
witnesses. There have been a numbercf in- 
stances where all the witnesses are on hand 
and the defendant to a charge has 
bed an examination two hours after 
his arrest. Of course it inakes no 
difference whut court a man is arraigned 
before; on the consent of both parties or for 
food legal grounds the defendant will always 
ret acontinuance. The refusal of such is a 
reversible error inthe opinion of the higher 
courts, a8 was shownin the Matt Lewis case, 
which was remanded because the defendant 
was pot given a continuance when good 
grounds forthe same were presented to the 
court.’’ 

The conclusions ot the board will probably 
be givenin a petition to the Legislature to be 
presented at the next regular session.
